different Crown Colonies, my Committee feel 
they are hardly in a position to reply in detail 
to ce ther points raissd in your letter uuder 
reply. 

You will gather from the enclosed report 
No. 13/1902 dated “9th Alarch, 1902, of the 
Commission appointed by H. E. the Governor 
on llth Octoba-, 1941, to enquire into the 
Public Works Department, that some of the 
matters referred to by yon have been the subject 
of comparatively recent investigation here, and, 
iu order that my Committee might be in a 
better position to consider this matter, a series 
of questions was drawn up and presented by the 
Representative of this Chamber at a recent 
meeting of the Legislative Council. A copy of 
the latter ogether with the Colonial Sacretary’s 
replies, is euclosed for your imformation, and. 
needs little further explanation. 

Tf, as would appear, it be a fact that no 
reputable firm would be exclnded from the 
Crown Agents’ list, the opportunity of tendering 
for Government supplies is readily obtainable, 
and my Committee do not consider that the 
extra cost to the Colony through employing 
the Crown Agents is incommensurate with 
the services rendered. 

In this connection it must not be forgotten 
that the Crown Agents undertake a considerable 
amount of work relating to the engagement 
of all British employees, such as tho polices 
hospital nurses, sanitary cfficials, and other 
trained assistants, required to complete the 
staff of the various Government departments 
and for which no specific charge is made. 

The question of the advisability of placing 
Governmext building contracts in the hands 
of private firms hus also been dealt with by the 
Commission before referred to, and my 
Committee endorse the view that public works 
of “a special nature or of urgency © might with 
advantage be antrusted to private firms. 

T am algo fo add that, should your Chamber 
desire a further interchange of ideas, my 
Committee will be pleased at any time to 
continue the discussion of this important

During the period from January Ist to J 
of steamers and vessels of all kinds, ‘except 
launches and lighters, we have docked upwards 
of half a million tons, the exact figures’ being 
550,189 tons, of which 87,541 werd war vessels 
This constitutes an increase of 20 per cent. of 
tonnage over the corresponding Thalf-year of 
1902. Tho increase is entirely on mérohant 
shipping ; the tonnage figures for war vessels of 
all nationalities being within & fraction the same 
for 1903 as for 1902. My predecessors in tho 
chair have referred to the difficulties experienced 
in satisfactorily fulfilling our docking engage- 
ments owing to the calls upon our No. 1 dock, 
and I have now to inform yon this difficulty is in 
no way lessened. It is only by most careful 
manipulation that we are able to give our 
ragular constituents even partial satisfaction. 
you are awara, the No. 1 dock has been 
lengthened to 576 feet to accommodate such 
size. steamers ay-the Korea and Siberia for 
docking, but it ig still to» short to permit of 
eing 
withdrawn, and to enable ns to do this work, it 
is absolutely necassary that it be further 
lengthened. It is manifest that if we cannot 
undertake the work of withdrawing their 
propeller-shafts, such steamars will have to 
dock where if oan ba sccomplished. As 
briefly notified in the report, we have now 
ordered the engines, elec'ric motors, and conden- 
sing plant for the electric power extension at 
Kowloon. ‘The two boilers for this service 
have been satisfactorily testel at Kowloon and 
will shortly be placed in the power-house. The 
old engine-works hag baan cleared of most of 
the mac\ines and they have been transferred to 
the new shops into suitable groupings for the 
electric drive. The building will be shortly 
re-roofed and renovated. The brass-shop and 
store, which formed an annex, is being pul- 
led down, and the brass-workers’ shop is 
already transferred to a spacious floor in 
the west annex of the now building. 
This will greatly improve the frontage of the 
engine-works and widon this road there. It is 
expscted that the whola of the plant above en- 
umerated will be delivered bafore the end of 
this half-year, aud we have great hopes that 
before the next half-yearly meeting, the electric 
drive cf the engine-works will bs installed. 
We have turned out three large-sized and 
successful launches, two of which, one for tha 
P. & O. Compiny and the other for the St: u- 
dard Oil Company, are at work in this harbour. 
The Bangkok lighters ara well in hand for 
delivery to date. We have quite recently 
secured an order for a passangor steamer for the 
West River steamship companies and are: deal- 
ing with other enquiries. ‘he general question 
of a development of shipbuilding has our atten- 
tion. You have a tract of unutilised ground © 
available for this purposs. So long as steel and 
iron and other materials have to be procured in 
Europe, the cost of freight and insurance is 
a charge which enhasces the cost of ship- 
building. On the other hand the cost of 
bringing vessels built in England out here is a 
sat-olf against that, and with proper appliances 
there is ‘no resson why you should not compete 
successfully for sbips for the local and 
coast trades, thiugh you would have to be 
satisfied with ao small percentage of - profit.

steamer, the Futamz Maru, was wrecked on or 
near (he istaud of Mindoro, in the Philippines, 
and the defendant, who is an engineer 
residing aot Yaumati, having made certain 
arrangements in that behalf, was desirous of 
salring as much as he could of the cargo of 
that wrecked steamer, Accordingly he eatered 
into negotiations with the plaintiffs, who, under 
th: name of So On, wera cwners of a lorcha 
ailled the Shun Wo Cheung, for the hire of that 
vessel for three months with a view to facilitate 
his salving operation, and to bring to Hongkong 
so much of the wrecked cargo as he succeeded 
in salving. Th se negotiations resulted in an 
agreement in Chin-se, dated the 4th February. 
1901, being entered into batween the owner of 
the lorcha (the plaintiff in the action) and the 
On Cheong-Company, who may be taken to be 
in reality the defendant ia the action. As the 
plaintiff in the action is really the defendant in 
the couater claim. I will, to avoid confusion 
hereafter call the respsctive parties the 
“owner” and the “charterer.” The translation 
of the charter party as cartified to by the Court 
translator to be correct is as follows:— 

The maker of this writing for granting the 
charter of a vessel is Captain So Yeung, who, 
on behalf of the vessel-owner, So On, grants to 
the On Cheong Company the charter of the 
Shun Wo Cheung strongly-built lorcha, with 
brass-covered bottom, built by him (So On), 
holding a capa ity of about 7,000 piculs, inclut- 
ing all the tackle on board, together with the 
foreign rifles, cannon, guupowder, shells and 
shots all complete, and carrying a crew of sixteen 
bands, So Yeung, the captain, and employeas 
and sailors included, valued at the price of 
fifteen thousand dollars as agreed. It is 
distinctly decided that (the vessel) shall go 
from Hongkong to Mindoro Island in 
Manila and convey goods damaged by water 
back to Hongkong, and the term shall be 
limited to “three months. The charter-money 
shall commencsa from Ist Febraary, 1901, and 
shall be one thongand five hundred and fifty 
dollars per month payable in advance in bank- 
notes. After the t-rm of three mouths, if a 
few days have elapsed, thay shall ba counted as 
ten days and rent for same shall ba calculated 
accordingly; if over ten days have elapsed they 
shall be counted as twouty days; if over twenty 
days have elapsed they shall ba counted as one 
month ;.if one fall month has elapsed it shall ba 
counted as one month and ten days; and if 
further time has elapsed it shall be counted in 
the sams way accordingly. After the vassel 
has been chartered, the manager of the On 
Cheong Company shall have the liberty to 
direct the vessel to siil or to stop. Should 
the On Cheong Company require the assistance 
of the employees and sailirs on board the 
ves el in the loading and discharging of cargoes 
additional wages must be arranged for com- 
pensating orrewarding them. The instruments 
for raising goods, pulleys, blocks, oard3, rop3s 
and divers, etc, us:d for dredging the goodg, 
shall be supplied by the On Cheong Comp uny. 
In casa of the vess2l bsing detains by the 
authorities on account ot the infringemant of 
the Chinesa or Western laws, or in cas3 of such 
like evils, the On Cheong C mpany s'il at- 
tend to it and settle if properly.

charterer). The charterer, moreover, contends 
that the $1,550 paid in advance for. the 
first mooth hire must be refunded by -the 
owner.

sider what are the well-known principles.of. =& 
law where the performance of a contract:

contract. These principles were fally discussed 
and clearly established in 1863 in the well-known 
case of Taylor v. Caldwell, 3 Best and Smith’s 
Reports, page 826. There, A agreed with B to 
give him the use of the Sarrey Music Hall on 
certain specified days for the purpose of -giving 
four concarts and fétes, at a rent of £100 for 
each of these days. The agraement had no 
express stipulstion for the event of . the 
destruction of the Hall by fire. This avent, 
unfortunately, occurred, and the Hall was burat 
down before the first concert day. Therefore; 
B, who had been put to considerable expoenas. in 
advertising and preparing for the conoarts, sued 
A,al eging that as A hid agreed to let the Hall 
without expressly excapting fire, he was liable 
to pay damages for breach of: contract. Black- 
burn, J. (afterwards Lord Blackburn), Lowever, 
held that the plaintiff could not recover. In a 
learned jadgment, after reviswiny the Roman 
law as to obligations de certo corpore, and. stat-

Was it 
intended by the parties to this contract that 
besides running the risk of losing $5,009 if his 
vessel was lost in this venture, the ship- 
owner was to take upon himself the 
risks of an insarer of all tha apparatus 
‘and cargo put on board his vessal w atever 
their value might be? Was it intended that 
he should warrant that the loro‘: should 
not be lost by “perils of the sea” during 
the three months for which she was hired P 
It appears to mie, rather, that the ordinary 
form of charter party was not used because 
this was not an ordinary common agreement 
betwoen a freighter and a carrier, but rather a 
special agreement for a particular and dangerous 
service on which the lorcha was to be employed 
for three moaths in relation to the salvage 
operations cont-mplate1 by the chirterer. He 
was the person to salve the wrecked cargo. 
He - was the person who got the two 
pilots put on board and agreed to pay 
them, presamably to dirsct the course of the 
vessel. Ho was the person who had liberty 
“to direct the vessel to sail or stop.” Thore 
was no express contract to carry the instra- 
ments for raising the goods, that is to say the 
pulleys, bloc’s, cards, ropes, divers eto., to ba 
nsed fur dredging the goods, which were to be 
supplied by the charterer. They might have 
been put on board at Mindoro, if they had been 
available there, though no doubt, as the char- 
terer was to have the use of the vessel for three 
months, he had a right to pat those and other 
things on board where ee when he liked. I 
do not consider this to be a contr.c’ merely for 
the carriage of certain goods giving rise merely 
to the relation of freighter and carrier. 
It seams to me rather to bs a charter of a 
special kind, and on the whole I have come 
to the conclusion that the principle set forth 
in Taylor v. Caldwell applies. This prin- 
ciple is fully recognised in the text-books 
dealing with the hire of ships, and I may fitly 
quote with approval Section 255 of Carver's 
work on carriage by ses. H» says: “ Where tho 
obligation is to load specific goo ig and the e are 
destroyed befora the time for loading has 
arrived, without fault of the charterer, it may 
be that his obligation is at an end; or, if the 
contract were to loai part of a - pecific crop or 
part of the produce of a articular mine and 
fhe crop or mine failed, without default of the 
charterer, in sach a cise also he would probably 
be excused his failure to load. Tue presumption 
in such cases is that the parties intended their 
contract to depend upon the existence of the 
contemplated subject matt r. Where from 
the nature of the contract, it appears that 
the parties must, from -the baginning, havs 
known that it could not be fulfilled unless 
some pirticular specifiad thing continued 
to exist, so that when entering into the 
contract they must have cont=mplated 
guch continuad existence as the foundation of 
what was to be done, then in the absence of any 
| express or implied warranty that the thing shall 
exist, the contract is not to bs construed as a 
positive contract, bat ag subject to an implied 
condition that the parties shall be excased in 
case, before breach, parforma ‘ce bacomes 
impossible from the parishing of the thing 
without default of the contractor.” Mr Carver 
refers ina note to his authoritio: for this state- 
ment, the chiof of which is Taylor v. Caldwell. 
He also points out earlier in his book that 
a charter party may be made for other par- 
poses than the mere carriage of goods, as, for 
instance, for salvage services, and in such 
eas ', he says, the rales with regard to contracts 
of carriage may not be applicable. On the 
whole, having regard to the contract and the 
circumstanoss, I decide thal the loss of the 
vessel exonerated both parties from further 
performance of the contract. ’ According to the 
well-known principles of law (applied in the 
recant case of Hobson v. Pattenden & Co., 19 
Law Times Reports, paga 186, and the cass 
therein cited) what was paid in advance cannot 
be recovered back. Judgement must, therefore,

LAND COURT APPRAL CASES, 

The Attorney-General, Hon. Sir Heury 8. 
Berkeley, with Mr. EH. H. Sharp, KC, 
barriater-at-law, instructed by Mr. ¥. B. L. 
Bowley (Crown Solicitor), appeared ia support ’ 
of an application for leave to appeal to the 
Full Conrt against two decisions of the Land 
Court. The Attorney-General said the first case 
was that in which Lam Tyoung Fuk and Lam 
Tak Luk claimed a tract of foreshore and sea- 
bed extending from the old boundary of British 
Kowloon for a distance of 13 miles in front of 
KowloonCity and the village of Chinwanandcom- 
pletely blocking theaccess tothe ses over thatdis- 
tance. In Sapper’ of their claim the claimants 
produced a deed and certain receipts for payment 
of fishing taxes, The Land Court aHowed the 
claim for an area of 40.59 acres. The allowance 
of the claim was reported to the Governor in 
due course and certain negotiations took place 
between the claimants and the Government with 
reference to the granting of a title. No terms 
were agceed upon. No title had been granted 
and in February last the Goveraor decided that 
it was inexpedient, having regard to the public 
interests of thé Colony, to grant a title, Then 
the matter was referred back to the Land Court to 
devida what compensation wasto be paid. Counsel 
was consulted, and an appeal advised against 
the decision of the Land Court Claimants stated 
the total value of the land to be $489,227. They 
paid for their right $100 aod olaimed absolute 
ownership in perpetuity. It appeared that the 
deed upon which they relied was a transfer of the 
beach, paying fishing taxes only, and that no 
reat strictly so-called was included. He was 
informed by the British Consnl at Canton 
that such deed referred only to the right of 
fishing and did not carry with iba claim to the 
land, and he was also informad that this deed 
was a forgery, in the Consul’s opinion. What 
they claimed and what the Land Court allowed 
was property in certain sandbanks along 
the sea-beach in front of Kowloon City 
and Chinwan valued at $35,000, and in the 
judgment of the Land Court it was stated 
that the root of the title was a red fishing 
deed supported by tax receipts. In their claim 
the claimants dil not ask for any fishing right.

ACT.ON AGAINST A COMPRA DORE. 

An action was called in which Tin Wing 
Shing, trader, 104, Kenned y Street, sued Lau 
Kam Ching, compradore, 8, Queen's Road 
Central, for $3,779.02, money due and interest. 
Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister-at-law (instructed 
by Mr, F. X. d'Almada 4 Castro, solicitor), ap- 
peared for the plaintiff;|and Mr. T. Morgan 
Phillips, barrister-at-law (instructed by Mr. J. 


Hays, of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes & Master, 


solicitors), appeared for the defendant. 

Plaintiff in h’s statement of claim stated in 
the third paragraph that in July, 1897, defend- 
ant became compradore |to the firm of Holtz, 
s'Jacob & Co, and the plaintiff at the request 
of the defendant gave charges dated 8th July, 
1897, and 31st July, 1899, on certain properties 
of the plaintiff to the sqid firm as security for 
thé performance by the defendant of bis duties 
as compradore to the firm. ‘(4.) Defendent 
ceased to be compradore of the firm in October, 
1900, and being indebted’ to the firm as com. 
pradore requested the plaintiff to pay a sum of 
$7,.09 to the firm and agreed to pay interast 
on that sum at the rateof 89 per $1,000 per 
Chinese month from the date of the payment 
of the said sum to the said firm until repayment 
by the defendant to the plaintiff. (5.) On or 
about 8th October, 1900, the plaintiff paid 
the said sum of $7,000 to the said firm. 
(6.) Plaintiff has received and given credit to 
the defendant for $450 paid by one Lo Lu 
on account of the defendant and $652 paid 
by the defendant; and the defendant bad paid 
at the request of the plaintiff to'or on behalf of 
the plaintiff's son, Tin Lap King, $1,015 and to 
or on behalf of the plaintiff's son, Tin Shu Sam, 
$1,441.41, maki: g in all $3,571.41, and leaving 
a balance due and owing by the defendant to 
the plaintiff of $3,428.59, Interest on the said 
sum of $3,428.59 to the date of the writ 
amounted to $350.43, making with the prin- 
cipal sum a total of $3,779.02, due and owing 
by the defendant. Plaintiff claimed thig sum 
and interest from the date of the writ to pay- 
ment or judgment at thd rate of $9 per $1,000 
per Chinese month. 1: 

Defendant in his defencé stated that by an 
agreement in writing |dated July, 1897, the

Defendant 
would object that the plaintiffs claim was not 
maintainable at law on the ground that it was 
a matter involving the said partnership accounts. 

Plaintiff, in his reply to the statement of 
defence, stated inter alia that defendant alone 
was compradore to the firm. 

Evidence was given. 

His Lordship, in d-livering judgment, said 
that as regards tha agreement itself it seemed 
fairly clear to him that it was an agreement by 
which the plaintiff at the request of the defend- 
ant became surety for him as compradora to 
Holtz, s'Jacob & Co. Then came the question 
of what consideration was to be shown t) the 
plaintiff for having undertaken so arduous a 
position as surety. It might have been that, 
during the time he allowed these mortgage 
deeds to be charged, he was to have’ say $500 
a year in respect of the unknowa liability. 
attached to them; instead of which the 
agreement provided that the residue of 
the profit, after deducting the compradore office 
expemses, was to be divided into three shares. 
One share was to go to the man who had been 
the previous compradore. The other two shares 
were sub-divided into ten shares. Tho com-: 
pradore Lau Kam Ching—showing that the 
defondant was compradore himself and nobody 
else—-was onti led to four shares, the surety 
Tin Wing Shiog was to have three, and the 
remaining three wera to go to the man who had 
been originally appointed compradore but was 
unable to got surety; in his case however if 
there was not sufficient money for compradore 
office expenses he was to provide it. 
Defendant in his defence said that the trans- 
actions were partnership transactionsand thatthe 
partnership extended from July, 1897; and he 
said that what constituted tho partnership was 
that. deed. His Lordship was bound to say that 
taking it as it stood he had come to the 
conclusion that that was not an agreement 
which formed a partnership. He did not 
think it was contemplated by the parties that 
this surety in addition to becoming liable 
was to share losses and profits in ‘the same way 
as an ordinary partner in the matter. It wag 
contemplated that he was to be surety for the 
carrying out by the compradore of all his 
duties, which, his Lordship took it, included the 
adjustment of all his accounts with Holtz & 
s'Jacob at the termination of his employment 
as compradore. He did not think it would be 
right and fair to read the agreement as saying 
that this was anything more than a mode by 
Which he was to be rewarded for his becoming 
surety, and the reward was that he was to have 
this proportion of the profits. It was said 
that later- on there was some modifica- 
tion of this made by which the man 
who was to find office expenses appeared 
to have got rather tired of doing that, 
possibly coming to the conclusion that there 
were not going to be any profits, or remarkably 
small ones, and he seemed to have gone away; 
and it was stated‘that his shares then went to 
the son of the surety. Nothing of that had 
been pleaded in the statement of defence, 
and looking at the facts that had been proved 
in evidencov he could not say that they 
meant much more than this, that the old 
man, having become surety and having got 
an interest in the profits naturally took a 
keen interost in the business and wanted to see 
it thrive. In the case of nearly all Chinese 


. firms everybody who had any finger in the pie 


always wanted to put ina relative of some des. 
cription, and get something out of the 
business, if only $5 a month. So the old man 
got the compradore t» employ his son in the 
business and the son was to get $10. That.was 
to be paid by the compradore. The son having 
been got into the business and having been 
promoted from the first pest he held to another 
post, having been sent up to Canton for four or 
five months, and having apparently made him- 


nd other persons be- self rather active in the business, it was a

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a natural thing that he being the son of. this 
surety should be employes by the man who went 
away t> act in his place. But that was not. 
bscaugo he was a partuer in the business bat 
because he was an employee who was a suitsble 
person to act in his place, and probably 
because he thousht it would please. the 
surety to have his son employed in that 
way, The only real question was with 
regard to the adjustment of accounts betwean. 
the surety and the compradore. ‘The surety, he 
understood, never got anything at all out of 
these. There were certain advances, all of which 
came out of the $7,000 which he had to pay. «He- 
had never got aay profits. The consideration 
for becoming surefy had been atterly worth- 
less ko far as he was concerned He had 
paid $7,000 to make good the deficiency in the 
comporadore’s business aud when he asked to 
have the residue paid back to him by the com- 


pradore he was told, “No, I cannot; you are | 


the compradore as much as I am; we have got 
to adjust the accounts and be liable for the 
deficiencies.” The conclusion his Lordship - 
arrived at was that there was not a proper part- 
nership constituted by that deed and in his 
opinion judgment must be entered for the 
plaintiff with costs. 

Judgment was entered accordingly.

- NOTES FROM THE BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


——_+—_—- 
During the past ‘week the flowers’ of 
Zephyranthes candidai have been particularly 
noticeable in the maw garden. This plant 
forms an edging to the flower-border to the 
weat of the deer-pen, and when out of flower 
it has a grass-like appearance, The flowers 
are white, produced in great profusion, and 
somewhat resemble those of the crocus, which 
belongs to a slightly different family. We have 
heard them called locally ‘rain flowers,” and 
as the ies is a native of the marshes of La 
Plata if is not altogether an inappropriate 
name. Another species, Zephyranthes rosea, 
has been in flower this week just 
inside the central entrance gate to the new 
garden in Albany Road, where it is likewise 
used asan edging. The flowers of this species 
are deep rose in colonr and are rather smaller 
than those of the previous plant, but more freely 
- produced. is a native of Cuba. A third 
species, Zephyranthes carinata, also flowers 
at this time of the year and has, the 
largest flowers of the three, light pink 
in colour. A few plants of this may be seen in 
the rockery just outaide the No. l house in the 
old garden and others. near Z. rosea in the new 
garden, The Zephyanthes belong to the 
Amaryllis family: | {

“Glimpses of Viadivostock,” which these last 
scenes illustrate, is the title of an article by the 
Rev. Joseph Whiteside, who is evidently much 
struck with the officialism of the placa, Miss 
E. P. Hughes writes sympathetically of the 
Japanese women’s university near Tokyo, and 
is very hopeful about the work to be dona. 
Mr. L. Odontius compares Plato and Confucius, 
their life and teaching. He is a controver- 
sialist and only looks on other creeds as a 
preparation for Christiauity, on its attitude 
toward which “the future of the black-haired 
race depends.’ Mr. C. Westphal describes the 
entry of the “Son of Heaven ” into Peking, 
illustrated by, photographs which re un- 
fogtunately of necessity on asmall scale.

Ruh- 
strat; one note ‘“ Mountaiu *aud Cliff at 
Weihaiwei,’” by Mr. C. E. Bruce- Mitford ; 
another on refuge-towers in North Yunnan 
by the Rev. S. Pollard ; a well illustrated article 
on a curious collection of bronz 8 mids by Hi. E. 
Tuan Fang;-and finally a description of the 
superstitious corruption of Buddhism in Kwang 
Mei, Hupeh, help to make up a very enter- 
taining number of the Hast of Asia.

THE BRITISH CONSULAR 
SERVICE.

The report of the Committee appointed by 
Lord Lansdowne to enquire into the constitution 
of Consnolar Service hag been: issued as a 
Parliamentary paper. The committee consisted 
of Sir W. H. Walrond, Lord Cranborne, Sir 
James L. Mackay, and Mr. A. Bonar Law. 
The Committee find that the British Consular 
Services in the Levant, Persia, Siam, China, 
and Japan are reoruited- by means of open 
competition under the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, the limit‘of agé being from 18 to 24. 


The general Consular Service, that is, for all : 


countries other than those named, is recruited 
solely by nomination of the Secretary of State 
for Foraign Affairs, the agas of those appointed 
being anything from 25 to 50, both years 
inclusive; officers appointed in this way are 
obliged to show that they have a certain degree 
of fitness for their appointments. As regards 


the China, Japan, and Siam Consular Services, ; 


the Committee recommend that they should be 
recruited, like the general service, under a 
system of limited competition,and they further 
recommend that the service in Siam should be 
linked on to the general, aud not treated as a 
separate service, because the limited number of 
appointments in Siam makes promotion ex- 
tremely slow. Thus, after serving a few years 
in Siam, a man might be moved to another 
country, either on promotion or otherwise. 

The General Consular Service, as it at 
present exists, offers no attractions to capable 
young men. The committee strongly recom- 
mend that the present system of nomination and 
age limits for general Consular Service should 
be abolished, that admission into that service 
should be by limited competition, and that 
the age for admission. should be from 22 
to 27, thus enabling candidates to compete 
who have had both ad; University and a 
commercial training. At:the same time; power 
should be reserved to the Seoretary of State to 
appoint auy persen, regardless of agvu limit, to 
one of the higher posts:for which special 
qualifications may be required, but such ap- 
pointments shofild only be made in exceptional 
circumetances. Evidence has been submitted 
tending to show that the most successful British 
traders have no desire to {n¢oke the assistance 
of our Consuls, and that they consider them- 
selves able to obtain much more useful 
information for their business than the best 
Consuls can supply. There remains, never- 
theless, the report adds, a certain demand for 
the commercial intelligence which Consuls are 
in a position to afford, and;their trade reperts 
are undoubtedly of interest and value to the 
commercial community. The committee have 
reason to believe that, if opportunity is afforded 
to young men of from ,22 to 27, who at 
the age of from 18 to’! 22 have chosen a 
‘business career, to enter the Consular 
Service, there will be no dearth of suitable 
applicants for permission to compete. With- 
out proposing that, at first, candidature for 
the Consular Service shonld be confined to 
such men, the committee are of opinion that 
a proportion of the nominations for the 
suggested limited competition should be given 
to young men who have received a good 
commercial training. The applicants should 
be required to satisfy. the Seoretary of 
State, before tuey receiva nominations, that 
they have had a liberal education, that they 
have had a commercial training of four or five 
years, and that they are in other respects 
~ from their previous history likely to be 
qualified and suitable for the Consular 
Service. Recommendations follow as _ to 
examination and as to salaries, the committeo 
‘ suggesting that the service should be 
divided into grades, as: follows :—Consuls- 


General, first grade, salary. £1,200 a year; 


second grade, £1,0J0 aiyear. Consuls—first 
grade, £800 a year; second grade, £600 a year. 
‘Vice-Consuls—salary, £300. rising by annual 
increments of £25 to £500. The committee 
make recommendations algo as to a system of 
local allowances in expensive places. Salaries 
and allowances under the jsystem proposed by 
the committees would auicunt to £95,650 per 


annum, as against £91,600 under‘the oxisting

| JAPAN AND RUSSIA.

An interview with a Japanese General, whose 

name is not given, is reported in the Mainichi. 
‘The General is represented as stating that 
there is no reason to believe that Russia is 
determined to accept the danger of a war with 
Japan or any other power. It would be absurd 
to convey troops and war materials and thereb 
expose.their intentions to the whole world. If 
war preparations are determined upon, it is 
absolutely necessary to carry them on 
.iu the greatest secre oy.Russia’s action 
_is evidently a threat; otherwise we should 
not hear so much in the papers of an 
increase of men at Port Arthur and additional 
work on railways, and other military prepara- 
tions at tnis place and that. It will be time for 
the Russians to strike a blow when they can 
raise half a million. troopers in Siberia after 
laying out the wilderness in rich farms. Russian 
finances new are just getting on a regular 
basis and it would be disastrous if war should 
confront her statesmen at the present moment. 
| On the other hand, the present is the best 
time for Japan to fight. Her Military and 
Naval programmes have just been completed. 
The reserve and provisional regiments are to 
be armed with good weapons, and the Navy has 
overs 300,000 tons of strong warships. Of course 
Japan will start the third expansion of tha 
Na&vy, but the Russians will increase their Navy 
to even a greater extent. Had Japan showed 
a strong front three or four months ago the 
Manchurian ques'ion would have been solved 
much earlier; but time has been wasted. It is 
still not too late and Russia will withdraw, 
leaving some railway guards, if Japan insists 
on the evacuation of Manchuria. It wonld not 
be a very hard task for the Japanese army to 
drive the Russians from Manchuria and 
Viadivostock ; but it would be impossible for 
the Japanese to invade the Russian capital. It 
would be also impossible for the Russians to 
approach Tukyo, sod a Russo-Japanese war 
therefore would be a campaign in frontier dis- 
tricts. As to the American aim touching 
Manchuria, that (the General is reported 
to have said) is only to obtain the opening 
of some towns and ports for foreign 
trade. That once secured, America will abandon 
her demand. She would not insist upon it even 
if Ruasia refused to comply with the demand, 
The British interest in Manchuria is far larzer 
than that of the Americans; but even Britain 
will not risk a war. The Anglo-Japanese 
alliance helps the British to decrease her Navy 
in the Far East and will facilitate movements 
in Turkestan and Persia, in the event of Russia 
and Japan coming to blows. Japan may expect 
very little of the alliamce in case of war, and 
there is no hope of British warships or British 
soldiers being sent toassist Japan. France will 
not render any actual assistance to Russia when 
her ally goes to war, and Japan will therefore 
have ta be prepared to fight Russia single- 
handed when it comes to business and not 
depend on any other Power or Powers for 
assistance. 

The Yorodzu also publishes a report of the 
views ofa military correspondent on thesituation 
It notes that Russia, which is busy on her 
military preparations in the Far East, is 


constantly trying to come to an amicable. 


arrangement with Japan, by offering Corea in 
exchunge for Manchuria. Japan, however, is 
now allied to Great B:itain and an understand- 
ing with Russia is out of thé question. As a 
last resort, Russia is trying to compel Japan 
to come to some understanding by causing 
trouble in Corea.

HONGKONG NAVAL DOCK. *

The official explanation of what is being done 
at Hongkong was welcome, says the Naval and 
Military Record, Mr. Protyman described the 
prop to build docks: for the Navy:on the 
mainland (at Kowloon) as a pnrely commercial. 
aod colonial plan in which the Admiralty had 
no direct interest. No particular progress has 
7 been made with the naval dock in the island, . 

ecause difficulties counected with infiltration 
hive delayed the preliminary work. ‘I'hese 
difficulties appear to have been surmounted now,. 
and the dock will progress. There is room, too, 
for a second dock, if required, as the Admiralty 
have increased their Dockyard territory from six: 
to forty acres. Our readers probably know that 
large commercial docks already exist at Kowloon, 
on the other side of the anchorage, but these are 
not deep enough to take a modern battleship 
with safety. There is reason to conclude that 
the coloniats weuld have built a larger dock on 
the mainland, under certain-gnarantees from 
the Admiralty. They.are known to have been 
very desirous of averting the extension of the 
naval yard at Hongkong, where land is so much 
in demand. The point has been decided mainly 
on strategical grounds, the island being more 
secure from attack than the mainland opposite. 
If we built naval works at Kowloon it would be 
necessary to occupy that place with troops, and . 
algo, no doubt, to erect a chain of forts. Our 
coaling station, however, is on the mainland and 
we do not know how this is justified. 

In the course of a leading article in the same 
issue the Naval and Military Record says:— 
The progress of the Hongkong works is said to 
be good, but we have no Naval dook there yet, 
and only one is contemplated for the use of our 
big squadron in the China seas, The alliance 
with Japan may, however, affect this question - 
and save ns some outlay. The Admiralty are 
satisfied that the necessary works can now be 
constructed on the island of Hongkong, and 
this disposes of the Kowloon scheme, 


THE SS. “ CLAVERING” ASHORE 
AT HONOLULU.

From the Hawazian Gazette of date 2st July 
we take the following account of the mishap to 
the China Commercial Co.’s 3.8, Clavering :— 

The steamship Clavering (Captain Barton) 
from Hongkong, and thirteen days from 
Yokohama, with freight und a large number of 
Chinese coolies for Mexican ports, was reported 
off port about ten o'clock last night and about 
an hour later was reported ashore on the reef. . 

The Clavering struck the reef between the 
bell buoy and the spar buoy. She commenced 
blowing her whistles at once and two red lights 
were hoisted to the mast-head. The vessel had 
pushed her nose hard up on the reef and was 
apparently in a pretty bad fix,although there was 
butalight sea running lastnight. Pilot Lorenzen 
went out to (he steamor immediately and after . 
securing a report of the vessel’s condition put 
back to town for assistance. About the time that 
Pilot Lorenzen reached the vessel the steamer 
Lehua arrived with the Board of Health party 
from Malokai. The Captaia of the Lehua got. 
alongside the distressed steamer and offered 
assistance, but aside from saying that he wished 
to have his plight reported to the agents in - 
Honolulu and that he was evidently hard on the - . 
reef, Captain Barton did not requice avy furthe 
assistance of the Lehua.

Irwin & Co., were notified, but at one o'clock 
this morning the tug had not yet got under way 
to go to the Clavering's assistance.

YARN. 

Mr. P. Eduljee says in his Report, dated Hong- 
kong, 28th August :- A strong demand from the 
country has encouraged dealers to reappear in the 
market and operate more freely, «.«1 sales to the 
extent of 8,474 bales were effected, both in goods 
on the spot and to arrive, at a further concession 
of 60 cents to $2 per bale. The bulk of the busi- 
ness was put through during the latter part of 
last week, when exchange finctuated between Rs. 
134 and 186, and a sharp decline was confidently 
anticipated. Since then, rupees having rteadily 
advanced, buyers practically retired from the 
market, wilted again closes quict. Rates are 
easier, but, at the same time, while holders ura 
meetibg any demand that exists. there is no real 
pressure to sell.
